The oity contain about 8,000 per- 


tons. Of this number about 1,500 are 
American—whites and negroes—while 
th» remaining number are Mexicans, of 
whom more hereafter. The buildings 
are almost entirely adobe—mud—and 
one story low. All private aa well aa 
business homes touch on the street. 
Front yards are hardly known. The 
streets are, molt of thorn, very narrow 
and crooked. The walls being of tbe 
tame height and material as the houses 
it is often hard to tell which is which. 


The plan—our "old sqaare"—is the 


only plaee in the oity where the stran- 
ger nay walk amid trees. ' Badness 
housei are collected on three aidra of 
this plaaa, while the old palace occupies 
the entire fourth. A military reserva- 
tion, beginning with the palace, extends 
nearly half a milo north, embracing 
one-fourth of the entire city. On thia 
Government property are the District 
headquarters, officer's houses, soldier's 
quarters, eorrall, stables, store-houses 
and parade grounds, 


New comers are more disappointed 


when they see the palace than with any 
other feature of the Ancient City. 
They come thinking to find some mag- 
nificent rain, with fallen columns and 
tottering domes; carved stones green 
with age, and mouldy archways lettered 
over with character* of some lost lan- 
guage. They find that their interest- 
ing old building, on account of repeat- 
ed repairs, baa utterly lost its antique 
appearance and internal arrangement. 
It i* ndw a long, ona-atory adobe build 
ing, seemingly built last year.-The wide 
modem portieo, Modern windows, oaken 
doors, make U hard for strangers to be- 
lieve ttat they are looking upon a mud 
aoo*t kuilt about 1582.

In it lived 
nd rmW the Spanish Captain General, 
to remote ana inaccessible from the 
Vteeroyalty at Mexico that he was vir- 
tually a king. Hen have been planned 
ail the domestic Indian wars and meas- 
ure* for defense against foreign inva- 
sions. It baa been for 300 years tbe 
Government House, and is used for 
government purposes to-day.

straw stand no show, but a fair chance 
is given to the man of ability and learn- 
ing. 


As wus said, a great part of the in- 


habitants of Santa Fe are Mexican". A 
word with reference to this class may 
not be uninteresting to those who con- 
template coming here. The Mexicans 
are a distinct raee, notwithstanding 
their long association with those wbo 
are called American*. It is probable 
that this distinction will be kept up for 
many yean. Among the Mexicans 
there are a few active business men, 
with capacity for public affairs and en- 
terprising beyond the expectation of 
those who have a slight acquaintance 
with the average person of tbe race ;— 
but as a rute they are indolent, igno- 
rant, superstitious and nonprogressive. 
As farmers, they cultivate the soil in 
the most primitive way, and do little 
even in that. They live as meanly as 
the Chinese are said to do, and prefer 
reclining on the sunny side of an adobe 
wall to exercising themselves in provid- 
ing comforts tor home. As merchants 
they are equally unenterprising, and do 
business on the smallest scale, and in 
the dingiest and darkest of mud cabins. 
As prut'esflional men they are very little 
known and regarded. In all this I am 
speakinj; of the great majority, although 
there are honorable exceptions. This 
is a hint to people of enterprise how 
broad a field is open to them here. They 
will find very little opposition or com 
petition in the trades or professions 
from the natives. All that is gaid of 
the Mexican of Santa Fe is also true of 
the Mexican throughout the territory. 
Tbe condition of Santa Fe is the best 
proof of what I say. Here is a town 
!to old its history can scarcely be told, 
exocpt through long accumulated relics 
of ancient monuments and fabulous 
tales of ignorant Mexicans. You will 
be surprised to learn that having been 
wealthier than any other town in Amer 
ioa in its time, always the seat of gov- 
ernment of a large territory—yet until 
very recently there wis no sign ol 
modern improvement. Twelve years 
ago it had not a dozen glass windows in 
its adobe walls. To day thp city h 
lighted with gai, and hag waterworks 
throughout. 


The town lies in a valley, under a 


range of mountains to the north, and is 
well situated for improvement and 
beautification. With ail its drawbacks 
Santa Fe is a "very smart place." II 
is a long way ahead of all other places 
in the territory in the matter of trade 
and baa been the objective point of al! 
travelers, whether ior business or pleas- 
ure. Who has not heard of the ok 
Santa Fe trail ? The infusion of Amer 
ioan blood into Santa Fe has eiven it 
an advantage over every other town in 
the territory. Tima and necessity o: 
commerce may advance other points to 
the forefront, yet Santa Fe will always 
receive a large share of public attention 
and capital.

THE TELEGRAPH. 


Senator Kirkwood'S Bill. 


Commercial and Political 


Points. 


WASHINGTON, January 28. — The 


bill introduced to day by Senator Kirk- 


-ood, of Iowa, to aid the United States 
'oBtal Telegraph Company in conutruo- 
ion and operation or postal telegraph 
ines, refers to a corporation of that 
came, organized under the general in- 
orporation laws of the State of Iowa, 
nd also under the telegraph laws of 
he United States as made and provided 


title 65 of the Revised Statutes. 


The officers named in the articles of in- 
corporation 
are Charles C. Oilman, 


President; H. L. Huff, 11. H. McBride 
and J. H. Hammond, Vice Presidents ; 
W. H. Pollard, Secretary, and Joseph 
Sdgington, Treasurer, ail of Iowa. The 
)ill proposes to authorize the company 
to construct lines of telegraph through- 
out the entire United States and in all 
waters embraced in treaties made by 
he United States with other govern- 
ments, and to enter and occupy aoy and 
all government post-offices for the es- 
tablishment of stations therein and the 
jertormance of postal telegraph service 
luring the full period of one hundred 
fears, with the right of renewal. 


The bill further provides that the 


company 'hall ba empowered by the 
United States to construct and main- 
tain its lines over all public and pri- 
vate lands, post-roads and bridges, to 
the same extent that the Government 
might exersise its right of eminent do- 
main for the samo purpose ; that the 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster Genera: 
shall be approved to exoercise supervi 
sion over the affairs of the conpany 
that the tariff to be charged to the 
public shall not exceed twenty cents 
lor the transmission of each message ol 
twenty words, or less, for any distance 
in the United States whira delivery is 
made through the postal department 
The Government shall assume all re 
nponsihility attached to the same and 
charge one cent per message for drop 
letter delivery, two cents for carrier de 
livery and snob rates as may be fixec 
by the Postmaster General for special 
delivery, when receipt may be demand 
ed by the senders. It is provided that 
within ninety days after the enactment 
ot this bill the company shall commence 
the construction of its plant, and within 
twelve months thereafter shall conneot 
the cities of Washington, New Fork 
Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Rich 
mond, Charleston, New Orleans, PittsJ 
burg, Chicago, Cineinnati, Milwaukee 
St. Louis, and intermediate cities with 
its line. Within three years thereafter 
the plants must be constructed to 30, 
000 miles in length and within seven 
yearn to 70,000 miles, and at the rate 
thereafter that Congress may from time 
to time direct. The capital stock is to 
be limited to II 00,000,000, issnable in 
two series, A and B, of equal amounts 
and each series limited to $45 per mil 
for each line of mile equipped, and $51 
per mile for each additional wire. Se 
rice A is to be dividend bearing stock 
and shall alone represent the owner 
ship and management of the property 
This stock is to be sold to the publii 
and provide the means for construction 
purposes, etc. Series B is to bo non 
dividend bearing, and allowed no voice 
in the management of the affairs of the 
company except in the disposition o 
its property and franchises by sale o 
lease, and shall be donated to the Imi 
ted States government in return for 
the privileges granted, and as a bar to 
the disposal of its franchises or prop- 
erty. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 28. — There was coa- 


siderable excitement on 'Change to-day 
with a good strong upward movement 
in every branch of trading and specu- 
lative business. There was more inter- 
est in the wheat market, but the great- 
est rise is in provisions. This is due 
rather to the tremendous drain of for- 
eign countries upon our packing capac- 
ity than to any combination to force 
prices up. Such a combination has 
been alleged to be in existence, so far 
as lard is concerned, but there is no 
evidence of it, and to day's developments 
tend to disprove it. Hogs have been 
coming in very freely, but the volume 
was not equal to the demand, and prices 
are now exceptionally high and advanc- 
ing 5 to 15 cents nearly every day. At 
the present prices for hogs the product 
is rather too low than too high. 


The condition of the commodities 


dealt in on 'Change is in striking con- 
trast with that of last year. Then there 
was a nervous, unsettled feeling, with 
prices strongly manipulated by a pow- 
erful ring. Now there is simply a 
steady demand and a reasonable firm- 
ness among holders, and the good prices 
an a natural outcome of the statistical 
situation. The result of last year's 
speculation was a great and unwarrant- 
ed depression and disaster to the 
manipulators. 
The results of this 


year's business seem likely to be con- 
tinued prosperity and equitable rates, 
if a moderate reaction occurs after the 
marked advance of the last few weeks.

Aunjnption, gave us a call this morning 
and related further ptrtlenUn of the Vo- 
tren tragedy which occnned neai that 
own on last Wednesday evening. The 
rst fall and only correct account of the 
terrible affair appeared in these column* 
n the following Thursday afternoon. 


Mr. Cochran state* that Votren visited 
Assumption on Wednesday and sold a 
oad of corn; that he was in the town but 
short time.and then started for his home 


sober. There are no licensed saloon* in 
the town, and it would have been next to 
n impossibility for him to have become 
ntoxlcated in so short a time. When Vo- 
ren reached hi* home a quarrel eniued 
etween himself and his wife, after both 
ad taken a swig from a pint bottle of 


whisky, which It appears Votren had pro- 
ured at a drug store in Assumption. Vo- 
jen shot his wife dead in the presence of 
Is eight year old son, who states that 
is father and mother first began quarrel- 
nn about selling the farm and removing 
o another part of the country. After the 
orrible deed had been committed, the 
toy ran a quarter of a mile to tbe Brown 
arm house and|gave tbe alarm, which 
oon brought a nunfber of people to the 
cene of tbe tragedy, among the number 
rotren's aged mother, who went into the 
room where the murdered woman lay cold 
n death with a pool of blood about her 
n the floor, picked np tbe babe of tbe 
felese mother and took it to a nelfch- 
jor's house. Before the people came 
'otren had blown off a part of 
bin 


ead with a (hot gun, and in this ghastly 
sondltlon he was found. After be had 
hot himself be walked to Brown's resi- 
ence, a quarter of a mile away, where be 
aw his mother, who upbraided him for 
•hat he had done. 
He then turned 


round and went back home, where be 
ras placed under arrest. Tbe murdered 
'omtn was Votren's second wife. 
It h 


barged that be was the cause of the pre- 
mature death of bis first wife, who was a 
French.woman. On Thursday evening 
iTotren made a third attempt to take Uis 
ife. He was lying in his bed at his home, 
while preparations were being made for 
he burial ot his victim. Suddenly he 
rose from tbe lied, and went across llie 
•com to a safe, from which he lonk a ra- 
or, hastily opened it, threw back his 
ie»d and made a slash at bis throat, evi- 
lently with the long premeditated pur- 
pose of severing bis jugular vein, and thus 
heat the gallons of .its victim; but the 
keen edge of tbe razor struck "Adam's 
pple" and glanced off without doing se- 
rious injury. The cut inflicted was about 
wo inches io length. Votren was dls- 
overed with the razor in his hand, and 
was placed in charge of several men to 
guard against another attempt of the 
:iod. On yesterday evening the murder- 
ed woman was buried and Votren was ta- 
ten to Taylorville and placed in the 
Christian county jail. The feeling againit 
Votren in the east end of Christian county 
s very strong, and had it not been for 
the fact that the murderer had attempted 
to kill himself, he would doubtless have 
teen lynched by the excited people on 
Wednesday nit;at.
